Is  ordinarily  self-employed,  engaged 
In  non-lxuurable  employment,  or  Js 
Idle  a great  deal  of  the  time,”  Mr 
Mudge  said. 

"Once  an  Insured  person’s  bene- 
fit lights  In  respect  of  one  claim 
have  become  exhausted,  or  have 
lapsed  through  passage  of  time,  the

The  requfBt  of  the  Union  of  British  Co 
lumbla  Municipalities  for  a provincial 
plebiscite  on  the  issue  of  daylight  sav- 
ing would,  if  granted,  be  one  way  of  settling 
this  perennial  dispute  as  to  Summer  lime. 
Although  provincial  plebiscites  are  not  held 
easily,  such  a response  would  determine 
what  is  the  will  of  the  majority  in  this  prov- 
ince. Oeographically.  by  far  the  greater 
proportion  of  British  Columbiatts  live  in 
urban  areas,  and  have  the  most  tu  gam  and 
the  least  to  lose  from  the  advancement  of 
the  clock  when  the  M>a.son  permits  it  On 
the  other  hand,  the  long  aversion  of  those 
on  the  land  to  the  .same  device  should  not 
be  cried  down  unheard 
Tf  a plebiscite  would  settle  this  issue,  noi 
for  the  coming  year  but  for  ten  years  to 
come,  it  might  be  well  worth  the  expense 
One  thing  nobody  wants  to  .-sec.  and  that  is 
a sei'ie.s  of  delays  with  nothing  settled  until 


the  use  of  daylight  saving  Uus  year  is  parUy 
or  wholly  ended.  From  every  practical 
standpoint,  the  issue  is  bnc  which  the  Pro- 
vincial Cabinet  should  settle— either  by 
piebisclte  or  directly— well  before  the 
change  is  due  to  apply. 

The  tradUUmal  viewpoints  of  urban  and 
rural  populations  do  not  change.  The  city 
dweller  points  to  daylight  time  as  the  ehief 
means  of  freeing  himself  for  daylight  work 
in  his  garden  or  for  outdoor  recreation  any- 
where The  farmer  says,  with  bitter  ex- 
perience. that  changing  the  clock  does  not 
change  the  way  of  his  herds  and  flocks  and 
that  hifi  day  is  from  dawn  to  dark  as  it  is. 
So  that  the  result  of  a plebi.sclle  could  well 
be  anticipated— rural  dwellers  would  role 
against  daylight  time,  and  city  electors  for 
In  most  In.stanees  hike  it  or  not.  the  urban 
population  would  fmibably  have  their  way.

ally  someone  quick  to  turn  the  dis- 
tress of  others  to  his  own  advantage.  In 
previous  Winters  when  the  shortage  of  fuel 
was  far  lees  serious  than  it  is  now.  public 
indignation  was  aroused  against  certain 
Independent,  fly-by-night  dealers  who  were 
extracting  exorbitant  prices  for  waste  wood 
scarcely  fit  to  bum.  Today  when  lack  of 
fuel  has  created  a real  emergency  the  fire- 
wood profiteer  apparently  1.4  operating 
again. 

It  has  been  reported  that  one  opportunist 
has  been  offering  to  help  out  in  the  emer- 
gency by  selling  wood  In  cash-and-carry 
half-cord  lots  at  a price  that  works  out  at 
$8  a cord  This  wood,  said  to  have  been 
represented  as  "slightly  damp.”  proved 
on  Inspection  to  be  so  brine-soaked  that 
the  water  was  dripping  out  of  it;  yet  people 


accepted  it  because  they  could  find  noUi- 
ing  elsewhere.  In  normal  times  low-grade 
firewood  of  that  sort  would  fetch  about  $5 
a cord,  delivered.  By  using  the  weather 
and  the  shortage  as  an  excuse  for  running 
a cash  and  carry  business  this  dealer  es- 
caped the  cost  of  delivery  in  addition  to 
profiteering  on  the  wood.  In  one  reported 
instance  a purchaser  had  to  pay  $3.75  for 
truck  hire,  bringing  the  cost  of  his  half- 
cord of  waterlogged  fuel  up  to  $7.75. 

Unfortunately,  though  firewood  Is  virtu 
ally  a public  utility  the  doctrine  of  “let  the 
buyer  beware”  prevails,  and  there  Is 
nothing  much  that  can  be  done  about 
profiteering  unless  the  purchaser  can  prove 
short  measure  or  that  the  goods  were 
represented  falsely.  About  the  only  weapon 
in  the  hands  of  the  public  is  to  remember, 
when  supplies  return  to  normal,  where  they 
were  gypped  this  Winter,

I feel  that  1 must  reply  to 
your  correspondent,  Hilda  O Howard,  whoee 
leUer  appeared  recenUy.  challenging  some  of 
her  remarks  upon  the  plight  of  the  Indians. 

With  what  your  correspondent  says  regarding 
ttie  heroism  of  the  two  nurses  she  men^pns  in 
her  letter,  1 am  in  cordial  agreement  and  only 
wish  to  add  that  this  spirit  of  loyally  and 
devotion  to  duty  Is  characteristic  of  alt  the 
members  of  the  nursing  profession  with  whom 
tt  has  been  my  privilege  to  work.

Hewing  their  paths  throu'ih  trUiges 
of  forests  to  favorable  loca  ions  not 
too  far  from  tea.  lake  or  rivet  ahore, 
their  practice  in  the  Maritime!  and 
Canada  was  to  haul  .•(upplle>>  from 
waterside  settlements  on  sleds  over  tee 
during  Winter  months  and  anile  Bum- 
mer lasted  to  tran.sport  their  needs 
in  small  boats,  propelled  mainly  by  oar 
and  wind  power.  Along  that  pattern 
’ the  settlement  of  the  Atlantic  side

London* —City  liousewlves  are  find- 
ing noise  a growing  menace  It 
is  a nuisance  which  becoming 
sreadlly  worse  as  people  become  more 
and  more  crowded  together  A recent 
survey  in  London  shows  that  In  some 
areas  one  family  in  every  fuir  living 
in  houses  is  annoyed  by  noise  from 
Its  neighbors  tn  apartments  U Is 
even  worse  on  the  average,  two  fami- 
lies out  of  three  liave  a complaint. 

In  Britain,  a determined  effort  1.? 
Orlng  made  to  solve  this  problem 
The  Building  Research  B’.atlon. 
whu.ie  laboratories  are  near  London, 
built  a mobile  acoustics  laboratory 
which  was  completed  two  years  ago. 
Since  then  It  has  ylsUed  building  sites 
In  all  parts  of  Britain,  especially 
bouses  and  apartments,  and  has 
added  greatly  to  Its  fund  of  knowl- 
edge on  sound  Insulation 
Troublesome  noises  are  of  two  kinds 
One  Is  airborne  noise,  including  cry- 
ing babies,  blaring  radios,  and  loud 
conyersttUons.  The  other  It  impact 
noise,  such  as  footsteps,  banging  doors 
and  moving  furniture

London,  a new  form  of  conttrucMon

Ushed  such  a lead  that  American  and 
other  invesUgaiors  abroad  are  closely 
watching  the  work  being  done  Fot 
domestic  work,  the  aim  Is  airborne- 
sound  Insulation  equal  lo  two  feel  of 
ordinary  brickwork  Newuuethods  of 
construction  are  enabling  tnu  lo  be 
done  cheaply,  by  ordinary  builders 
Whenever  necessary,  me  quality  can 
be  checked  by  the  mobile  labiiralury. 

Tlte  immense  amount  of  building 
achieved  In  Britam  since  the  end  of 
the  war  has  given  a unique  oppor- 
tunity to  pul  theory  into  practice 
Even  before  the  war,  sucit  progress 
had  been  made  that  sound  Insulation 
was  perhaps  better  developed  here 
than  anywhere  else  In  the  world,  and 
extensive  use  ot  the  mobile  laboratory 
has  made  pos.<dble  a 'still  deeper  un- 
derstanding of  the  problem 

VUUore  to  the  Festival  of  Britain 
In  1951  will  profit  from  the  experi- 
ments carried  out  with  the  mobile 
Inboratory.  It  was  used  to  measure 
nriee  from  trains  passing  over  the 
Hungerfurd  Bridge  near  the  new  con- 
cert hall.
